Besides, althoujth capitallatic aociety has already passed its senHb. yet even 
•t the present day feudalism holds a Tory imponaiit place iu nMMlcru society, 
^nds ia the case not only in Germatiy, spite of its hiph e»vmoinic der<duf>n)ent, 
kat also in Enjelsnd. the “classic Isnd” of capitalism.

Oaidtalism will not Tanish in <ine day, in (Nia year or In one d(>t*ade. Kven 
Uia triomph of die proletariat, the commonwealth cnnii<4 take It.^elf 
an kinda of production.. 

Many indoatriea today are not at all conctmirated. and therefore are not yet 
cipt for this. Some will become so with time, others perhaps will not. The 
MMor of this paper ia no iKophot, and will not attempt to predict details. 

Howerer. the trusts are now abowing the Social Domocrati bow they must 
dolt, only they will bare to do it from a Socdalist standpoint and for the Ismefli 
«r sM tbp people. 

it is not necessary that all iudnstrios should be immediately taken over by 
ths BocUIiat fOTernment, or as many SoclaHats prefer to say, by “Socialist so- 

dety." 

Srery branch of production controlled by ■ trust, as well as all indamrics 
wUeh eoold be coodneted on a similar scale^ besides railways, telegnphs. 
■lim, etc., will of course become coUectire public property. But there is a whole 
dsM of industries which are not yet ready to be worked 00 this large scale, or 
ikkh are liable to be decentralised by tbc todinical perfeotiun of the methods 
ef traasinlttlng power. These without any olijection may remain in private 
hands. We refer to certain petty industries, as well as to agricolture. 

In sU such case# the Socialist state can give the opportunity for the for- 
■lUoo of aasodations, which together with the model indnstries directed by the 
stale, wUl raisa the IctoI of the working class to a degree hardly credible at the 
yrnent time. 

The chief reason why workingmen’s associations hare been impossible hith¬ 
erto^ kts eren now been remored by the trusts, and of course will be of still 
las aceoaut at the rise of the political power of the proletariat. 

As long ka the former anarchical I'onditlon of prodnrtion prevailed, working* 
am's prodnetire asaociationa, atarteJ osnally with rery little capital or with 
aatiida capital. Tbey were therefore especially subject to binkniptcy,—they 
wiin compelled to produce continually iu order to support their members, snd 
net kaTisg any control of the market they did not know how much to produce, 
sad ecnaetiaeotly. with their insoffleient or borrowed capital, quickly went to 
tht wall when there was any difficulty in (be msricet. | 

But this is now quite different. The traits show bow s regulated business 
caa be done. Tbe management of the workingmen's associations will find ont 
what the demani is, and determine the what, how and how much of production. 
Dating the trtsiltion period the sale of prodocts rany take place exactly as at 
pnaent, only nbjeot to regulations by the state. 

In the trusts, the capitalist class even now plays the most superfluous mie 
k the world. 

j V 4»daed, in the trusts the cmpltslist class are already expropriateil to a cer- 
-rKt atrat: for they no hmgerniave any thing to t'ontrol, and only draw their 
. :^yraits. Their industries are apparently the pnaK^rty of the shareholders: hut 
aiut sort of propert^^ is that of which one has not the freeMispossI? 'I'hey can 
M leager produce what they will, nor at what prii-e they will, nor with what 
wocfcsicD they will: all, all ia premTibeil to them hy the tnanagement of the 
trust Properly speaking, they are only i>r(^t-rec<*ivers. 

Why then. If the proletariat giHS political imwer. should workingmen's asso- 
cktioDs not he possible, which. Instead of the capitalists, will own the facto* 
rist, where the ivorkmeu themselves will eboose the niunagtTs and themselves 
rcctWe the profits. 

Of course, at the Kame time many industries, and all thost* of national inae* ^ 
■hiide. conld Is* earrietl on by the govoniment; where n<M*i‘ssarj’. the gorerii- 
MOt could make some agreement with the nnsluciive associations of w-orket>. 
We speak of the transition period. ^

Nor do wo believe that one great revolution ] 
cut turn topBy*turvy the whole civilisfHl world, and undo or make super* 1 
flaoos toy economic development. 

Capitalism was necesMiry to give inaukiud dominion over the fun^es of us- 
tare, which is now* assured by our scientific aitainni«‘nts. Consideied in itself, | 
capitalism has by no means reached that point of time w*hero it becomes iropos- 
■lUa. On the contrary, in the trust system, it has just stepptHl into a new 
phase, the duration of which is unlimited according to our present light. Of 
aesrse, from a civilising force, capitalism has already become a menace to civlli- 
Mtlon. But that doea not affect lU vitality! However the tendencies which 
apoose it have now* gathered such strength that a thorough ebangi*—must not 
bMetd—but can tike place, if the working class understands its miislon.

(0 tbe left, can come about under the 
legal form, through the ballot. It wUll 
aaC do to go back to the proceeding im* 
tfiaed by tbe aculptors of tbe imrtai of 
Ji^e Dame. Ood tbe father pushing the 
good people to one aide and tbe bad peo* 
pie to tbe other side. Here, universal 
aiffrage la tbe supreme Judge, who* will 
Mike tbe diriaion. Or does (iu<*sde know 
p Meh anoe of aoine other means for the 
Vlgmorken to count thejr numbers nnd 
to make their overw'belmiug numerical 
atreegtb over the “lazy" capitalist mani* 
fHt? Therefore, no other conclusion is 
left. Quesde either has no other precis** 
■ethod' of action and of revolution in 
view or be has in mind the conquc.st of 
power by tbe proletariat through (he 
aaiverul suffrage. 

• • • 

Either his words mean nothing or they 
Bean a method of revolution that d<M*s 
aot imply paving stones, nor gnus, nor 
gay kind of recourse to violentv. but a 
Bctbod. that exentpts the wageworkers 
from a revolutionary gestun* even, that 
Binifetts the immen.ve numerical nuim>* 
fiorily of the wageworkers by a certain 
BiomeratiOD that is in fact a legal im‘tbod 
of majority and oniversal suffrage. 

But, if tfaii is so—and it cannot be 
otherwise—why not say so clearly and 
t frankly? Why such vagueness and sucb 
vraite of words? Hspt*cialiy what ineuuH 
this prophecy: ‘‘Tomorrow tbe Socialist 
molutionary unity will be a party of 
oetioo?*' Of what kind of action does 
Onesde want to speak? If be refers to 
ballot actiou. parliameutary or mu* 
Bidpal, if he refers to tbe coinjucst of 
auto in the city halls, in the Boiirlmn 
palace and in tbe Senau* even, of which 
Ae French I^bor Parly wishes to op*^ 
Ae doors to Socialism, then be says noth- 
tag new. The French I-abor Party has 
been after this sort of coDqu(*st a long 
time, with varying, luck, like al’ of us. 
aometimes vamiulsbed. sometimes vie* 
famous, but always trying to nonetrnte as 
Bucb as possible, and by legal roads into 
public power. As a matter of course, it 
will contiiiuo doing so tomorrow. But in 
aofar Acre will lie not thi* least change.

that of total realiz^itiou? In Ais case. 
Queade ^nouncea to tbe pre^etariana of 
Lille that “tomorrow” tbe Socialist tiarty 
will have the legal power, that it will oc¬ 
cupy the public powers, and that by 
right of majority il will be at the helm. 
But bow could It be iK>ssibie to sport in 
such a tuanner with tbe y<*aruiDg of the 
proletariat ami to divert it sadly by such 
fatal illusions?' Or. finally, do<*s Guesde, 
by announcing for tomorrow that actiou 
of the “Socialist revolutionary unity,” 
mean that an energetic and (‘oiiscious pro* 
letartaii luiuority, making itiM*lf tbe bold 
inferi»n*ter of the HblftieMs majority will 
seiz«» by violence uimu the public powers? 
In that case we have the vioknt revolu¬ 
tion. For, il is not to a minority of the 
wageworkers that caiNtslisni will yield. 
C-ousetiueniJy. there will l»e nuHticq and 
the proletarians will not be abU* to di»- 
IM*nse with “tbe revolutionary gesture.** 
Omt* more, it i:* impossible to coiuvivo 
w'bai Gu(*sdc wanth to ^ay. There .arc 
iiiitoU*able contradictions bctw<‘en the va¬ 
rious parts of his tactical ex|w>sition. 

He hiniKcdf has not decided between 
two luetooos of action that claim his 
reougnitioii. that set ni alternately to gain 
on him. but neitlier of them succeeding 
to eliminate the other. He Js in favor of 
legal coiM|iu*sl of piiidic {lowers, bo is, 
at the same time, in favor of violent 
rcKoliittoi). However, since tlu*sc two 
tactics contradict each «tlnT. Guesde rec- 
omnicnds to the proleiartni «*t{ulvrN*iil, iin- 
<i*rtalu sDil inerftK'tivc tactics. Tin* prik- 
letariat has the right to demand a clear, 
uiie 4 iulv 4 ical explaimti.Mi. and it will d<> 
inand It ever tiion*. In (he fin*! inriod 
of passion and enthusiasm, when the 
ideui hardly wmnieuces to take hoid, 
then* will necessarily Ih* confusion. But 
Just us iiiiicb as the struggle lK*twecn 
socialism au l ciipituilsin grows older, the 
«im*stion of iiiotmid i.s (uit with an ever 
more im|K>rious precision. 

If the pn>lctariat cun nnd must (* 011 - 
qaer the power tomorrow Ijy violence. It 
ought to prt'iKire fur it. Xnd. In order 
to prepare, H tuight to Im* told that Idnod* 
shed, barricades. con^RcH of K'apitalistx 
and pruleturintiH are to Ik* faced, so that 
the revolution uiay in* successful. 

If. on the other hand, the hypothe.sis of 
the violence i^f bsrricndeK. of cor]>M 4 >H and 
own of the n*volutionury gestnre is dis¬ 
carded. as Guesde discards it, he ought 
to givt* up promising tht* decisive action 
for tomorrow and organize the proletariat 
for the gradual and legal conquest of 
I>owcr. ' But to offer ImxIi j^niceptinns 
and Itoth.tactics at the s.tmo time ami in 
an unintelligible mixtim* means creating 
a confuiioii in the prolmariun lultid that 
is the negation even of action. 

.Vml the eontradicliou U aggravated bv 
wj».it Gui-sde snya of reforms: “Uefottns 
are uii!y 11 »*ort «»f crtslit that the capita.* 
ist cia'ts gives to itself. And. anyway; in 
Hpite oC the many promises made <0 us. 
reforms, as jM^tly as they arc, do not 
r<*al:ze. ‘Hicy are impts'sibie in capital¬ 
ist society. What d«X‘s a pemtioti fund 
for workingiiit'ii ntnouiit to. if an em¬ 
ployer, like Mr. Foiild for instance, can 
at bia pleasure reduce the w*agea of bis 
men by ono-fiftb?” 

But. If every reform U eltber imposKi- 
Ule or ridiruiona in capitatUt society, if 
every retform fails, or. If aueceeding. Is 
only a bait, theik h is evident Aat aoloJy 
by tbe violent action of a revolutionary 
minority the aocial tranaformation will 
be aocompliabed. For. if Ae proletariat 
is unable even to gain some modcft, effec* 
tire reforms by the use of its legal pow¬ 
er. now* will it be mpable to unroot by 
(he same means all of capitalism? No, 
never! To proclaim the Impotency of riio 
proletari.it to wrestle legally from the 
eapitalists socih* eerious. reforms, means 
<im>ly enough at the same time its im* 
ptdency to «*onquer all the power and to 
tr.msform tbe whole society through the 
action of univenwi suffrage that stands 
for the repudiation of legal politics which 
Guendo advocated so forcibly in a debate 
in tbe lower bous*'. BiK. why not. in 
that cfiM*. pronounce such repudiation 
I<Ieinly? 

If ^he legal Impoteney of the proletariat 
is an assure*! fa<’t, why tell the prole¬ 
tariat fhat k will be free to dispense 
with a revolutionary gesture even and 
that it need only fo apeak? The word of 
tbe pr*iletariat Is the ballot: by whnt eon* 
tradietion *loes Gnonle proclaim the legal 
impoteney and at tbe annie time the legal 
omnipotence of the wageworkers? And 
if reforms are either Impossible or de¬ 
ceptive. Guesde cannot boj>e any more 
that the proletariat will be iqifilfted and 
strengthened by a series of p.nrtial eon* 
qnests. No. then* are not anv ways of 
getting gra*binllv from capitalism to s*c 
eialism. Consequently, there is nothing 
else left to do but to storm the capitalist 
fortress: the siuMen transition from noth¬ 
ing to everything. And ran we make the 
pro’jdarint believe rtmt this transition 
will *''ome fAiont withont violence? T<# 
deny reforms, necessarliv implies a vio¬ 
lent revolution. Now. if that is so, we 
ought to say so to the proletariat. MV 
should not make !t bel'eve that it wll! 
l*e able to do withouf reforms and. at the 
same time, without violence. Tbe rero* 
luti*»n w*in either be the violent deed of a 1 
minoritv or It will Ik* the legal work of a j 
mnjoritv. .\nd thi« mnjoritv will not i 
come to^pass. If will not htdd toeeth«’r| 
without a number of snecessful efforts. I 
without the continual exereiss of a re¬ 
formatory actiou dial Is Impregnated 
'vlth the revolntlonarv spirit and Ideal. 
Ht»t. when yon rob the nreCeharlans of 
both, of the insuTatfou of a stirbbm de-, 
clsive battle and of the snhstnntlal n«-, 
slst.nnre of reforms, yon n*nder the revo¬ 
lution alrv Indeed.

Afli-r the trajloroim rotMliiet of the King 
lieoaine »o marked nnd widl known, (he 
l•hliw nnd thi* court* a-s.semhle<l on the 
17th of .Tifly, 1701. and sigucsl a peti¬ 
tion. a demand for abdication, and 
while they were signing this pe*itiotk in 
thi* CiLtop de Mars, the munieipal guard* 
w**r<» lirought out and. without notice, 
linsi into the erow'd. The panie«cpeate<! 
and iie<s*Msitat«sl th** nin>prcN*ion of tbe 
ami dll people. 

Marat sinqK'nded hi* paper for a short 
time, hot at Ae r«sjue*t of the patriotic 
elub* and the rordelier*. resumed it* pub- 
licntioo. The second French Farliament 
was opened or the first of Octolier and 
wn.s In control of the myaliirt*. The Ja- 
robin* aud the girondhtt* were now to 
*l(»eide the fate of the n'publie. War 
was almost immcKliately deelared -againift 
Austria. Fruftsia and Rassia. which had 
formed au alliance against France. Ma¬ 
rat had the solution of this difficnHy, 
He opposed war and charge*! those who 
were enconraglng it with trying to kili off 
the patriot* a* a mean* to ri'instate tbe 
King. ^ He believed the first cmifiicDi 
wouht ne diaastrouii and the last would 
l>e glorioas, and suggested that the King 
by tbe Assembly b** apostrophised thus; 
“King of the French, it Is In viln that 
you should conceal youn«*lf in the follies 
of a tortuous (Mdlcy. in onlcr to cover ua 
with the disaster* of war! You will not 
escape from tbe avenging arm of the 
people! We declare to you in the name 
of tbe nation that we wilt not treat with 
your colleagnes, tbe princes of Europe, 
that we will no* make any preparationa 
for war! Comp-omise or not with them, 
you are tbe master, the care of recall¬ 
ing your rebellious brother and couaina 
ron<*ems you. similarly that of turning 
aside your (xrileaguea from all faoatila en- 
terpria*. The frontiora of the state will 
remain open, but be assured (bat at Ao 
authentic newa of tbe first body of eno- 
mb's that cn«*es tbeUL your culpable 
bend will roil M yonr feet and your en- 
<iri* race will be oxtingnished in Ita 
blood.” Hia enemies admit Aat tfils 
was a masterful snggeatlon and a fmlen- 
did piece of political ioamalHun. Marat 
had seen from Ae beginning that the 
war waa simply a rns'- to ‘ntrodnee Ae 
King** frienoa, the alliet. armies, into 
France. Had the King and bis wife 
and son been able to leave the city of 
Paris, tbe armis* of Europe at the bid¬ 
ding of Aeir master* wonld bave 
marched through France and the chaoi- 
pioDs of liberty would have been annlbi- 
latcA.
